A BtrSSO-CHINESE TANGLE 


Has Resulted In the Pr&Tmble Sever- 


•Bce of Diplomatic Relations—Sus- 
picion That Yang Yu's Sickness Was 
Intended to Retard Manchurlan Deal 


Washington, April 9.—A brief dis- 


patch from General Chafl'ee given out 
yesterday conveyed news of a casualty. 
But it also contained the 
asterisks 


•which mark the excision of matter re- 
garded as not proper for publication. 
It Is believed that the withheld portion 
of the dispatch refers to the declination 
of the other foreign military command- 
ers to reduce the number of fortified 
poets and-the strength of the garrisons 
betw«en Pekin and the sea to the mod- 
est proportions suggested by General 
Chaff ee. 


In this matter General Chnffee has 


acted by direction of his government, 
tor there is a-strong conviction here 
that the emperor and his court will not 
return to Pekin so long as the force of 
foreign soldiers in the town and on the 
route Is so numerous as to threaten his 
sovereignty. 
The strength of the gar- 


risons fixed by the foreign Military 
commanders is regarded as far in ex- 
cess of the number that the Chinese 
government is willing to tolerate. 


Circumstances indicate that at least 


eome strain or partial interruption of 
Intercourse has occurred between China 
wnd Russia. 
The fact developed 
iu 


Washington about a week ago that Pai&- 
»ia had delivered to China what 
amounted to an ultimatum on the sign- 
ing of the Manchurian convention. This 
followed the usual course of nltim:vtums 
and fixed a definite limit of days with- 
in which China could act. It also con- 
veyed the clear intimation that unfavor- 
able action by Cblua would lead to a 
•everance of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two countries. 
' Tbe limit of time iixed is believed to 
bave been one week, and to have ex- 
pired last Wednesday. 
China did not 


sign within the time limit, and the next 
day, Thursday, Russia addressed her 
»ote to the powers, which has been ac- 
<*epted as removing the pressure over 
the Manchurlan agreement. 
Thin at 


first seemed to be a waiver of her prior 
intimation of an interruption of diplo- 
matic 'intercourse, and yet there was no 
euch explicit waiver, and the latest ad- 
vices from PeUin, reporting that an in- 
terruption has now actually occurred, 
•«f»m to be directly in line with the 
threat previously conveyed. 


The peculiar state of diplomatic rela- 


tions between the Russian foreign office 
•M the Chinese minister at St. Peters- 
burg give further evidence that friction 
has oc^urrsd. 
The illness of Yang-Yu 


was the cause ascribed for his failure 
to sign the agreement. 
Ihere is good 


reason to believe that tbe Russian au- 
thorities, did not regard this sickness of 
Yang Yu ns occurring in good faith, but 
Ugarded It as a device to retard action.

Mrs. Ihicierhill arose 
nnd started to run down tho room away 
from him. At (his he picked up the re- 
volver, taking deliberate aim. and fired. 
She fell at the first shot, but the mur- 
derer fired twice more. 


An autopsy on tbe body of Mrs. Un- 


derbill showed that the bullet had eu- 
tercd the side of the head, about two 
inches back of the ear, and in a hori- 
zontal line with the lower part of tho 
ear, aud that it passed directly through 
the base of the brain and fractured the 
skull on the other side, lodging there. 
No other bullet marks were discovered. 
The employes of the factory who wit- 
nessed the tragedy will be examined 
this afternoon.

The reason is obvious to people in 


southern New Baglaad. for the early 
spring left the ground open for a good 
soaking, and this Batumi absorption 
of the rain is taking care of much of 
the water, while the great surplus of 
the overflow, being unimpeded by ice, 
is rushing seaward, sweeping the banks 
as it goes. The chief stream on which 
damage threatened was the Merrimack, 
and while the height of water indicated 
at dams below Concord, and at Man- 
chester aBdfVashua, was very high, it 
appears to lose rather than to gain. At 
Nashua the freshet came wthin three 
feet of the 1S96 record. 
At points be- 


low Nashua the outlook is for a decreas- 
ing flood, although high water will stop 
industries for nany days. 


The turn inr the flood on tbe 
Con- 


necticut, Kenaebec and Penobscot riv- 
ers may net come for some hours, for 
they drain vast areas over which tho 
bonds of winter have yet to be thorough- 
ly loosed by warm winds. 
Especially 


is this true in the Maine lake region, yet 
the head of water there is not likely to 
cause the ruin as iii some freshets when 
ice jams on the lower parts of the 
streams held back the flowage to the 
danger point. 
What ice is left tn the 


rivers is chiefly in the far north. 
The 


Penobscot river is clear of ice almost its 
entire length. 


Taking everything into account, the 


flood has not the serious outlook that 
reports 
of 
Sunday and 
yesterday 


showed, provided, however, that good 
weather comes speedily and in warm, 
open fashion. 


The chief property damage reported 


as the result o£the floods Is to railroads 
and highways from washouts. Low- 
lands in all sections are inundated and 
buildings thereon are flooded. At some 
points bridges 'have been washed away, 
aud in some places the structures have 
been weakened. 
This has caused con- 


siderable interruption to traffic upon 
various short lines in. Maine, New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts, but 
trains on the mam .lines are running 
with 
nearly 
the 
usual 
regularity. 


Among the mills which wen? compelled 
to shut down are >aany in Lawrence, 
where 20,000 hands are idle, and at 
Lowell,' where the majority of the big 
corporations suspended; at Lewistou, 
Me., and Nashua, N. H. At Lowell the 
Btreet railway power house is in the 
midst of a lake. 
.. At Manchester, N. H., the flooding of 
the departments in the lower sections

Along the Connecticut river the dam- 


age reported is not so serious as from 
some other points, although the water 
is very high.

AID TO THE INJURED. 


THE PROPER THING TO DO FIRST IN 


CASE OF ACCIDENT. 1 


Bom* Spued Ad-rice on Thi» Inpor- 


tnrnt Subject by Tiro Promiaeat St. 
Loal* Swra'eoaB— Treatment Which 


Prevent Scrion* Result*. 


A worriod look was on hi a face as he 


(raited into the city dispensary. He car- 
ried his hand and lower arm in a sling 
Improvised from a, bai'ly soiled bandanna 
handkerchief. 


"Dog bit m« two days ago, an ray whole 


arm's swellln. I'm scared of bydropho- 
bio," ho told Dr. G, L. Kearney, chief as- 
sistant dispensary physician, when his 
turn came to tell his troubles. 


Ho unwound a soiled rag and disclosed 


an enormously swollen hand with a small 
wound in the palm. As ho did so a matted 
mass of short, blaok, curly hair, which 
had been tied like a plaster or poultice 
o\er tho wound, 'oil to tho floor. Ho 
gathered it up with great care. 


•'What's that?" asked Dr. Kearney. 
" Some of tho hair of the dog 'at bit me, " 


end tho patient looked surprised at Dr. 
Kearney's ignorance. 


•'I sincerely hope that this man's pro- 


found medical knowledge may not COSE 
him his arm," said Dr. Kearney to a re- 
porter as ho cleaned the wound with a jet 
from a reservoir containing a bichloride 
of mercury solution. "People can't get 
out of their heads that old saw about 1 he 
hair of tho dog being gooJ. for tho bite. " 
"I suppose you killed the dog," he con- 


tinued, addressing his patient. 


"Sure thing, but I've got plenty of his 


hair at homo if you want some more." 


"You killed the dog because you were 


afraid ho had hydrophobia, didn't you?" 


"Urnhmh," assented the patient. 
"And to keep any one from finding out 


whether he had it or not yon killed him." 


"No-o-o, not exactly. 1 thought maybe 


he might ge°6 hydrophobia afterward." 


"And if ho got it afterward you would 


get it, too, because years ago he bit you?" 


"Umhmh." 
"The diffusion of medical knowledga 


among Rome people is marvelous 
You 


would probably have put a madstone on 
tho wounii if you had had ono, " said Dr. 
Kearney sarcastically, after dressing the 
wound, as ho h&nded the patient a pre- 
scription for a poultice to be placed on tho 
wound. 


"Oh, there are thousands of cases of 


first aid, Just like that one!" said Dr. 
Kearney later. "They put anything on a 
wound to stop the 'stanch of blood,1 as 
they put it. Cobwebs, tar, manure, to- 
bacco quids, balsam that gets into the 
•wounds so you can't get it out any way 
you try, salt, vinegar, mustard, pepper, 
butter, lard, fresh clay, brick dust, whis- 
ky, axle grease, the saliva nicotine juice 
from strong pipes — I've seen them all used, 
None of these applications has styptio 
properties, but they all foul the wound 
and cause the surgeon hours of work and 
the patient 'hours of pain, where, had they 
not been used, a few minutes would have 
sufficed for the antiseptic cleaning and 
dressing of the wound. 


''To me tho most wonderful thing about 


these cases is that so few of them result 
in lockjaw, cellulitis, erysipelas or other 
forms of blood poisoning. People natu- 
rally do the wrong thing' in emergencies. 
You notice that when a man falls the first 
impulse of bystanders is to elevate his 
head and to lift him to his feet again, re- 
gardless of any injury he may have sus- 
tained, They do that, I suppose, becausa 
they can't find anything that is more 
wrong to do. 


"The most curious case of mistaken 


first aid that ever came under my1 observa- 
tion was of a sewer cleaner who was struck 
in the neck by a flying fragment of a 
track torpedo that a mischievous lad had 
discharged with the blow of a hammer. 
The victim was coming out of a sewer man- 
hole, and just as his head appeared above 
ground the torpedo exploded. One frag- 
ment hit him in tha neck, cutting the 
carotid artery. The blopd came out in 
spurts with each throb of the heart. 


"The proper treatment while waiting 


for the doctor would have been to hava 
pressed tightly over the wound with the 
thumb a compress of clean linen. 
Some 


bystander, however, knew a little of first 
aids. He had heard that a tightly con- 
stricted band&ga between tha wound and 
the heart would stop the flow of blood. A 
little learning proved a dangerous thing. 
He put a bandage around the victim's 
neck and began twisting it till the man's 
tongue hung out and his face grew purple. 
The victim was nearly choked to death 
•when he reached the dispensary, and the 
flow of the Weed was unabated." 


Here is a resume of the proper emergency 


treatment in various accidents as given 
by Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw and Dr. A. C. 
Bernays, two of St. Louis' most eminent 
Eurgoons: 


When a person falls on the street from 


unknown cause, lower the patient's head 
and loosen his clothing, so that the air 
passages may net be constricted by it. 
Give him plenty of air and let him lie till 
the doctor comes. 


For cut which bleeds profusely, if the 


cut is on the leg or arm, tis a handker- 
chief about tho limb above the wound, 
put a stick or can£ through under the 
handkwchief and twist it until the flow of 
blood stops. If the cut is on head, neck 
or trunk, place directly over the -wound 
a pad of clean cotton Or linen material 
("freshly ironed, if possible, to sterilize it" 
— Dr. Brokaw} and put a direct pressure 
on tho wound with the thumb or hand 
till the doctor comes. 


For burns and scalds sprinkle thickly 


over the injured parts dry, powdered car- 
bonate of soda or baking powder. Wrap 
in clean oletha, freshly ironed if possible. 
For a simple contusion give tho injured 
parts rest and consult a physician to de- 
termine the eztent of the injury. 


For dislocation of a joint no attempts 


at reduction should bo made. The patient 
should be placed in a comfortable position 
and kept as quiet as possible until the sur- 
geon comes. 


For slight fractures the proper treat- 


ment Is to keep the parts quiet and con- 
sult a doctor. 


For severe fractures place the injured 


member und paueut in a comfortable po- 
sition and send for a surgeon. If the bone 
protrudes and there is severe hemorrhage 
from the wound, use the same measures 
as with simple cuts. 


For asphyxiation bring the patient out 


of the noxious atmosphere, lower his head, 
push hla jaw forward, pull his tongue so 
that it protrudes from his mouth, in order 
to clear the air passages. Then produce 
artificial respiration by expanding and 
compressing the chest regularly 16 times 
to the minute, "The philosophy of lower- 
ing the patient's head is to-imp, «;he blood 
thither by graivty," says Dr. Bern ays. 
"The head dies first, and it nwria blood to 
live."— St. Louis Globe-Democrat,

The annual meeting of St. John's 


church last evening reminds us of the 
fruitful Easter that that church cele- 
brated and calls attention to its re- 
markable progress in recent years.

John's Easter offering far more than 
raises the remaining debt on the parish 
house, and the Easter attendance far 
exceeded that of any protestant church 
In this city. If we were called upon to 
choose the North Adams protestant 
church that has gained the most in 
numbers and power in the recent past 
we-could hardly excuse ourselves from 
naming St. John's.

Edwin Rogers, 'one of the oldest and 


best known residents of Northern Berk 
shire, died this afternbon at the home 
of Col. John I. Leroy on Church street, 
after having been confined to the house 
all winter. His health had been gradu- 
ally failing for a few years past, but 
he was able to keep about, and was in 
comfortable condition most of the time 
till last fall. The cause of his death 
was complications and a general break 
ing down of the system due to old age. 
Toward, the last he suffered with heart 
trouble and dropsy. He had been very 
loft for some weeks past and his death 
had been hourly expected for several 
days. 


Mr. Rogers was born at Conway, 


Franklin county, in July, 1S21, and was 
consequently in his SOth year. He was

his father being an old-time country 
physician and a man of prominence 


] and high standing in his community. 


The son attended the public schools till 
he was 15 years old and was later grad- 
uated at the end of a two years' course 
from a select s-ehool kept by Deacon 
John Clary, this school being at the 
lime one of the fam'ous educational in- 
stitutions of the region. His father de- 
sired him to take up the study of med- 
icine and become his successor.but this 
was not to the young man's taste, and 
at the age of 18 years he went to North 
ampton to learn the trade of bookbind- 
ing. He soon found that he did not like 
the work, and a few weeks later he 
went to "Ireland parish," now Hoi- 
yoke, which was then but a small vil- 
lage, and entered a cotton mill tc learn 
weaving-. 


In 1842, being then 21 years old, M". 


R'ogers came to North Adams-, an 1 
here the greater part of his aftev life 
was passed. He opened a small shoe 
store and kept in connection with it a 
circulating library, the books having 
been brought by him from Northamp- 
ton in a wagon. In 1850 Mr. Rogers 
went to Montrea.1 to engage in the man 
ufacture of clothing. Th'ose were the 
early days of the sewing machine, and 
the Singer machine was used in his 
business, which, however, was short 
lived. In less than a year he returned 
to North Adams and Opened another 
shoe stoie in the old Penniman row on 
Main street, where the Blackinton 
block now stands. Later he went into 
the wholesale shoe business in com- 
pany with the late George Millard, and 
this1 business was continued for several 
years. 


In '1861 Mr. Rogers was appointed 


. ostmaster by President Lincoln, and 
he held the office for 19 years, being 
succeeded at the end of that time by 
John B. Tyler. In those days the du- 
ties of the postmaster were not what 
they are today, and in 1869 Mr. R'ogers 
enlarged the sphere of his activities by 
going into the hotel business in com- 
pany with H. M. Streeter, a brother- 
in-law of F. E. Swift, and who has 
lived for many years past in California 
where he has served in the state sen- 
ate. They took charge of the Wilson 
house and conducted it together for 
four years, winning much popularity 
as landlords and making a financial 
success of the enterprise. 


Shortly after the expiration of his Ber 


vice as postmaster, in 18<0. Mr. Rogers 
engaged in the provision business on 
Main street, in what is now the Collins 
block, and this ,he continued till 1882, 
when he retired. In 1888 he returned 
to the hotel business, taking charge of 
Hotel Madockawando, a summer resort 
on Heron Island, Me., owned by his 
nephew, George E. Rogers' of Green- 
field 
,<iUd a, IcA «-,tut_l Jlicll ill .lh«U 


town. He conducted the hotel very 
successfully and the place was for sev- 
eral years a favorite resort for -North 
Adams people when away onl their sum 
mer vacations. 
The business was in- 


creased beyond the capacity of the ho- 
tel and the company found it neces- 
sary to build a number of cottages in 
Order to accommodate their 
patrons. 


From the time he went there Mr. Rog- 
ers managed the hotel every summer 
till that of 1900, when his health would 
not permit, and thereafter he was not 
engaged in any,business. For a few 
years- past he had spent the winters in 
the south 'on account of his health, 
which had been gradually falling. 


It will thus be seen that Mr. Rogers 


had a very long, active and somewhat 
varied 
business career, 
He was a 


man of great energy and ambition, and 
as merchant, librarian, manufacturer; 
postmaster and landlord ms life \\as 
one 'of exceptional activity. His success 
was varied. There were times when he 
made money rapidly and others when, 
as he used to say himself, he lost it 
just as rapidly. In. the summing up, 
fortune was unkind to-him, and, in a 
financial sense, he did not have at the 
end of his arduous career tha reward 


that should come from such long con- 
tinued mental and physical effort. 


Personally, Mr. Rogers was a m'ost 


genial, whole-souled and companiona- 
ble man, and he had a very wide ac- 
quaintance and a host of fi lends. He 
was keenly interested in all that per- 
tained to the public welfare at home 
and throughout the state and nation 
and kept himself well informed on the 
questions and movements of the day. 
He was a fluent and pleasing conver- 
sationalist and possessed a fund of an- 
ecdote and reminiscence which made 
him a center of attraction in any cir- 
cle. 
He was unique, but forceful, in 


his expression, -whether speaking tor 
writing, and his style was that of no 
one but himself, as fhe readers of the 
Transcript, to whose columns he w-as 
for years a frequent contributor, do 
not need to be tola. 


Though never a professional public 


'speaker, Mr. Rogers was by no means 
a s-tranger to the platform. Back in 
the days of the civil war he was an en- 
thusiastic and demonstrative Unionist, 
and often spoke and sang at war meet- 
ings in his own and other towri,-. Later 
became prominent locally as a temper- 
ance lecturer, and he was for many 
years 'one of the most --onounced pro- 
hibitionists of Northern Berkshire. 


He was a great lover of music, and 


in his early days he was a proficient 
flutist and church singer. Shortly af- 
ter settling in North Adams he became 
the leader of the chorus choir of the 
Congregational church, which position 
he held for a number of years, and the 
work of this choir was one of the 
things he liked to talk about when re- 
ferring to the "good old days,' which 
for him never lost their charm, though 
he was not a man wh'o oould not move 
forviard with,, the- world and recognize 
the good things' of the present time.He 
was much interested in the early his- 
tory of the state, and some years ago 
he prepared a'lecture on "The Puri- 
tans, Pilgrims and Quakers of Old New 
EnglRnd,"wlilt;Ji 2ie gave inmnnyplaces 
and 
which Vwus highly spoken of by 


press and' people wherever delivered. 
He was a man of cheerful 
tempera- 


ment and! disposition, disposed to look 
upon the bright siue cf life, and as cit- 
izen and friend he was held in high es- 
teerii by all who kne\v him. He had 
been a member of the Congregational 
church for many years. 


Mr. Rogers' wife was Miss Sebaette 


Stevens, who was born at Swanzey, 
N. H., and who spent her youth at 
Keene, N. H., and Northampton, this 
state. She came to North Adams iri 
1843, and they were married November 
27, 1844, by Rev. Dr. Crawford, pastor 
of the Congregational church, the wed- 
ding taking place in the brick house 
that stands just east of the church to- 
day. 
In the fall of 1894 their golden 


wedding was celebrated inl the chapel 
of the 
Congregational church. The 


event was one of general interest and 
called together a large tompany.among 
whom were Seriator and Mrs. Henry 
L. Dawes of PittsfieJd. who attended 
their 
wedding, ttheir daughter, Miss 


Anna L. Dawes5, -siiid many other prom- 
inent local andj^utrof town people. 


No children' were born to Mr. and 


Mrs. Rogers.' The death of his wife, 
•which occurred at Heron Island a few 
years ago after a long and painful ill- 
ness superinduced by a distressing ac- 
cident, was a bJpw.from which he nev- 
er fully recovered yet he bore this great 
affliction, as he had borne other trials 
in life, with manly courage and an un- 
shaken faith. He was the last of a 
family of seven sons and daughters.

Employment, F»T»r»ble Surround- 


ing* and Medical Care Will Be Pro- 
Tided For Victims Of TuberculOBU. 
Institution I» Not For Profit—Bene- 
fit* ot the Sanitarium. 
To save the lives of thousands of per- 


sons belonging to other states from 
death by tuberculosis is the object of 
an organization of Denver physicians 
and other professional men and women 
for the establishment aiid maintenance 
of an industrial sanitarium, "which has 
just bppn Incorporated at Denver. Tho 
organization aims to be national In its 
scope and has the indorsement and 
support of many of the foremost phy- 
sicians of the United States. Its pur- 
pose, according to the New York Times, 
is to aid the great majority of tuber- 
culosis patients in poor or moderate 
circumstances who come to Colorado 
and other mountain states In the hope 
that the climate and altitude will aid 
Sn effecting a cure and who almost in- 
variably, either from lack of means or 
proper direction, are immediately sur- 
rounded by conditions which preclude 
improvement or recovery. 


The story of the tortures and hard- 


ships of the flocsumptlve of moderate 
means who leaves home and friends 
and attempts to maiie his way In a 
strange city while battling for health 
would fill volumes. A large majority 
of those coming to Denver are forced 
into office work or other clerical em- 
ployment and to live in cheap board- 
Ing houses, where the food, ventilation 
and sanitation are poor, to say the 
least. Under such conditions improve- 
ment Is rare and recovery impossible. 


The attempt will be made through 


auxiliary societies to reach these pa- 
tients before they leave their homos in 
other states, BO that they may be start- 
ed on the search for health with aa 
cheering an outlook as may be afforded 
by proper medical care, nourishing 
food, cheerful surroundings and an out- 
door life in a sunny climate. 
Denver 


physicians, after much careful study, 
have organized In an, attempt to evolve 
something practical. In this they have 
had the advice of prominent doctors in 
other cities, who hope that the ultimate 
result will be the removal of consump- 
tives from large cities, thereby solving 
another hard problem. Their plan pro- 
vides for the erection of a sanitarium 
about 20 miles from Denver, to be con- 
ducted as an industrial colony. A large 
amount of money will be required. 
This, it is expected, can be raised by 
the "cottage endowment plan." 


To secure these endowments by In- 


dividuals, fraternities, clubs, societies, 
churches, college alumnse,- labor unions, 
etc., the Young Woman's Sanitarium 
auxiliary has 'been organized. A branch 
of this auxiliary will be established in 
every city and town,«in the United 
(•States. It will be the%uty of this so- 
ciety to co-operate with the board of 
directors to secure money for the en- 
dowment of the cottages, to raise funds 
for a library, collect furnishings for 
the cottages and to interest wealthy 
people in the sanitarinm. By utilizing 
the labor pattents it i» expected that 
nearly all the work of the Institution 
will be performed, the entire sanitari- 
um supplied with provisions and a 
great variety of remunerative indus- 
tries carried on. 
The industrial na- 


ture of the institution will enable pa- 
tients to avail themselves of a change 
of climate while the disease is in its 
Jncipiency and before they are inca- 
pacitated for light open air work. 


The motto of the institution is, 


"Helping others to help themselves Is 
the best charity." The institution is 
not for profit. 
No dividends can be 


declared, and the net earnings will be 
used for the improvement and better- 
ment of the enterprise. 


On the general advisory board are 


physicians of national reputation, be- 
longing to large cities from Boston to 
San Francisco. 


The institution has been in operation 


in an experimental way for several 
months, and the results so far are most 
encouraging. 
Operations on a large 


scale will be begun as soon as the pub- 
lic becomes interested and a sufficient 
amount of co-operation is secured. The 
Young Woman's auxiliary is thorough- 
ly organized and has already taken 
steps to form branches in other places. 


The International Trust company is 


tho depositary for the sanitarium, and 
donations of funds are safeguarded by 
the constitution, which gives the di- 
rectors supervision of the expenditures 
of all moncjs. The benefits of the san- 
itarium are briefly set forth in the 
prospectus as follows: 


It will remove a constant source of 


danger from the private homes and 
hotels of our cities. It will provide 
home comforts and proper hygienic 
and sanitary conditions for patients. 
It will provide treatment by special- 
ists abreast of the times. It will secure 
the obedience of patients to the laws 
of health. It will secure the advan- 
tages of climate long knows to be of 
great benefit la checking tubercular 
processes. 


It will furnish a home for patients 


who are financially unable to avail 
themselves of a favorable climate at a 
time when it will be of great benefit to 
them and at a time when they are able 
to perform light work and to be to a 
degree self supporting. 


It will furnish an opportunity to pa- 


tients who are financially able to pay 
for the privileges of the institution to 
take up light outdoor employment 
suited to their tastes and ability, if 
they so choose, thus uniting the entira 
Institution upon the broad plane of use- 
fulness.

striking contrast of m'odern) conditions, 
allowing the 
unattractive chemical 


works on the Charles river. 


The earlier pictures were mostly of 


scenes in Dayton, Ohio, where the man 
agoment of the cash register works has 
converted the district Cnce kntown aa 
"Slidertown," into what is now called 
"South park," the names being quite 
typical of the conditions of the two 
periods. Much has been written of the 
remarkable changes made inl the condi- 
tions of the operatives of this factory, 
through improvements tenkiing to make 
their surroundings more beautiful, but 
no description could equal for impres- 
siveness the views shown on the screen. 


The grounds were laid out with great 


lawns .shrubs and vines were planted 
about the factory buildings.and streets 
and alleys were beautified. The firm 
believed 
that pleasant surroundings 


have an effect on the health and spir- 
its of their emplbyes. which made the 
expenditure a good investment. The 
lecture commented on the result. 


Dull indeed must be the intelligence 


of the workman' who could not feel a 
thrill of pleasure to greet such a glow 
of color when he raises his eyes. Sure- 
ly these conditions help to bring in the 
day of which William Morris dreamed, 
which shall "put hope and pleasure in 
the place of fear and pain, which move 
men to labor and keep the world 
going." 


But the -work of making beautiful the 


factory buildings and property was not 
all. The enthusiasm for landscape gar- 
dening which began there infected the 
whole town. The workmen and their 
families begani to take an interest in 
making more beautiful their li'omes. 
Vines were planted about the houses 
and fences, lawns were started in back 
yards to take the place of dreary un- 
interesting neglect. Prizes were offer- 
ed to children who were able to- make 
the most attractive yards, it being the 
desire to interest them in the work.The 
results of all these efforts were shown 
in the pictures, in marked c'ontrast to 
pictures of the same places before the 
work of improvement was begun. 


In another respect Dayton) has taken 


the lead: in doing away with the 
huge glaring posters and painted adver 
tisements which offend all lovers of the 
beautiful. 
The only way to prevent 


such disfigurement by advertising is 
an educated public sentiment which 
indignantly refuses to allow it. and pic 
tures showed how the people of Dayton 
had replaced the unsightly bill boards 
aUout the fair grounds with vine cov-' 
ered walls. 


Pictures also showed what had been 


done in the way of rendering factory 
property 'attractive at 
Northampton 


and inl other Massachusetts towns. 


The subject of school houses was 


next taken up, and pictures showed the 
contrast between the little 
school 


h'ouses of New York state before any 
effort had been made to make them at- 
tractive, and the same buildings after 
Cornell university had started a move- 
ment for better conditions. The &nly 
way to preserve the lawns and shrub- 
bery about school buildings after they 
are started is to enthuse the children 
to take care of them, for a sense of">ro- 
pnietorship will be the best safeguard. 
A woman's club, the lecture suggested, 
could start a splendid movement by 
offering prizes for the best kept school 
grourJds. The lecture applied especially 
to those sch'ool houses which are locat 
ed in the country. 


The subject of the preservation of 


the trees and the natural beauties of 
the country! roadsides was next brought 
out in pictures, and various sugges- 
tions made and illustrated 
for 
this 


work. Pictures of the famous common 
at Amherst, which 25 years ago wag a 
neglected mud hole, unsightly and un- 
healthful, but which through the ef- 
forts of the village improvement soci- 
ety has been transformed into a beau- 
tiful open park in the center of the col- 
lege town. 


Old Deerfield street was also shown 


while the town of Stockbridjre which 
was declared to be probably the best 
illustration of village 
improvement 


steadily pursued that can be found, 
was illustrated by a number of views. 


Reverting to the subject of beauty 


of country roads, a picture was shown 
of a curving highway following the 
graceful bend of a river, and the lec- 
ture added in the way of comment: 


"If the selectmen of your town have 


a mania for straightening the roads, 
let them study this superb-curve, and 
learn that a "straight line is. death to 
the picturesque.'

A picture was shown of the memorial 


bridge at Stockbridge, given by the 
founder of the oldest village improve- 
ment society in the country, located in 
that town. To bridges and water sides 
considerable time and many pictures 
were given, and after 
one picture 


showing how country homes may be 
made more beautiful, the subject of 
puohc ubranes o.uu Uimr giouuds vjis 
taken uo. 


Mention was made of the excellent 


work of the Boston and Albany road 
in building its stations for beauty as 
well as utility, and in offering arizes 
to the station^ agents alon 
its lines 


for the best 
kept 
station grounds, 


which policy has none much to make 
a trip over this road enjoyable. 


A number of pictures were shown 


to illustrate what should be done in 
the development of a cemetery. The 
highest ideal of a cemetery is a me- 
morial park, where . the unnleasant 
suggestion given by mounds and sunk- 
en graves is obviated by the present 
method of level greensward. The lec- 
ture closed with some pictures and 
comments on country churches, con- 
demning severely the use of wood in- 
stead of stone, and with the followinc 
summing up of the purpose of Che letf- 
turc- 


"The state federation hopes that this 


lecture will lead the woman's clubs 
to actively promote a more attractive 
environment.

MILITIA INSPECTION 


North Adams Petitioners for 


Company Line Up Before 
' Inspector General 


PROSPECTS APPEAR FAVORABLE 


Strong Hope That This City Will Git 


th» Company. 
Inspector General 


Carter Speaks on Choice 


of Location

North Adams showed Inspector Gen- 


eral Carter of the state militia what it 
could do in the way of presenting a 
militia company last evening. It was 
the inspection of the petitioners for 
the location of a militia company here, 
for the purpose of allowing the inspec- 
tor gejieral to make a report to the gov 
err'or on the merits of the different 
cities who are petitioners. 


There was nothing definite to be 


learned as a result of the inspection, it 
being a purely informal and prelimin- 
ary affair. General Carter was very 
nlaturally unable to express an official 
'opinion on the matter, and in view of 
the fact that this is the first "city "to 
have the inspection, he could not very 
well speak very positively of the chan- 
ces for securing the company here, as 
coriii-fsred with other cities. 
, 


But it was quite evident that he was 


pleased with the showing made, and 
the result of the inspection is to give 
renewed hope that the vacancy in the 
Second regiment caused by the dis- 
banding of the Gardner company may 
be filled by the location of a companty 
in this city. The showing made by the 
65 young men who answered the sum- 
mons for inspection was one of which 
the city might well feel proud. There 
•nas marked enthusiasm on the part o4 
all at the possibility of securing the 
cci^pany here, and it would be hard to 
find a gathering of as many young 
men in this city who c'ould present a 
better appearance. 


General Carter was met by Mayor 


Wilkinson and a number of prominent 
citizens during the afternoon and after 
the inspection was entertained at the 
Berkshire club. In conversation he ex- 
pressed himself as pleased with the lo- 
cation and perfectly satisfied with the 
Grand Army hall ai> -. place for drills. 
He said that there would be no neces- 
sity for the providing of an armory 
with such a hall as that furnished bv 
the Grand Army. He said the location 
of the company would depend chiefly 
on the character of men applied, al- 
thyugh Holyolce is making a very 
strong- effort to get tile company and 
has the backing of Colonel Clark 


At Grand Army hall General Carter 


made a very thorough inspection of 
the building as well as of the men. He 
was met by a number of Grand Arrnv 
men who were present through the 
evening and showed much interest in 
the affair. 


General Carter first conferred with a 


number of young men who were forced 
to leave early on account of social 
events, and then had the 'others- line 
up in the assembly room. The roll of 
the petitioners was called, and about 
55 responded, who with the 10 who 
were examined earlier, would make 
more than en'ough for a full company. 
There were about 40 petitioners who 
w.,re unable to be present, but who are 
anxious to join the company should it 
be located here. General Carter asked 
all who had seen military service of 
any kind to step forward, and seven 
responded, most being veterans of the 
Spanish war. 
General Carter 
then 


made a brief inspection of the physical 
characteristics of the petitioners. 


He thenl gave an interesting talk On 


militia service and the Conditions sur- 
rounding the locating of the homeless 
Company F. As he said, he presented 
only the darker side of militia service, 
in order that there might be no mis- 
apprehension on the part of the peti- 
tioners as to what they might be called 
on to do, but after it, when he asked 
those who were not willing to under- 
take all this to step forward, not a 
man moved. 


There is. just one vacancy in' the Sec- 


ond regiment, he said, for which there 
are several applicants, including be- 
sides North Adams, Pitts-field, Gardner 
and Holyoke. It is the duty of the 
state when a vacancy occurs to get the 
best that is possible for its service, 
and in a case where a company has 
been 
disbanded, it is certainly 
the 


business of the state to secure a new 
company of higher quality than that 
disbanded. 


General Carter said he had not in- 


spected the other places yet. If only 
one applicant offered, there would be 
little doubt of the location of the com- 
pany here, but under the present cir- 
cumstances, it was his duty to report 
to the governor 'on the comparative 
merits of the different places. 


The location of a comparJy does not 


always rest with the kind of men who 
present themselves. There are other 
considerations, such as location, avail- 
ability in case of emergency, support of 
citizens, and prospects for future mem- 
bership, as well as some other reasonts 
which it would not be policy to state. 


But, 
he said, there is very little or no 


politics in the matter of choice. If you 
get the company or if you don't, you 
may rest assured that there was no 
politics in it. The wishes of the colonel 
of the regiment in regard to the mat- 
ter have to be respected, as is natural. 
But the governbr makes the appoint- 
ment largely on what the inspector 
tells him, and General Cater assured 
the petitioners that there was very lit- 
tle politics in his make-ufc. 


He then went on to describe the re- 


quirements arid duties of the service. 
He brought out forcefully the fact that 
there is a lot of hard work to it. -with 
the giving up of most of one's vacation 
to camp duty, and one night a week 
during the year to drills. Nothing in 
the world but serious jilness or death 
will excuse a volunteer from attending 
carnp, and regularity at drills is one 
of the essentials. There is little pay 
and what there is is always turned in 
to th« company treasury. ff> that th" 
individual gains nothing in money. 


General Carter said he ha.d given as 


he thought a faithful picture of militia 
duty, without any rose colors thrown 
<n, but he wanted the men to under- 
stand clearly what they were petition- 
ing for. Tho only fun there is in it i? 
in being fond of military things. 


He askod for questlvna , and 
Dr, 


Mi:iard asked if the training received 
was not good for the physique. General 
Carter replied that the military car- 
riage taught was evolved as that 
which was best qualifled to make men 
strong an* serviceable, arid that ex- 
perience showed that it tended to make 
a man healthy. 


Soon after 9 o'clock Colonel H. L. 


Williams of Northampton and 
Major 


Pierce of Greenfield wh_o had been in 
Adams inspecting Companji M arrived 
and assisted General Carter in inspect- 
ing the company. 


It is probable that the location of 


the new company will not be decided 
upon for some weeks. In some of the 
other cities it has been a'nounced that 
the applicanfs would practice drills in 
prepartion for this inspection but when 
asked about this last evening General 
Carter said it was not necessary and 
would make absolutely no difference in 
the report that would be made to the 
governor.

the Lecture. A Powerful Object 


Lesson of What Must be Done. 


Woman's Clubs Interested 


The meeting held at the Congrega- 


tional church last evening in the in- 
terest of civic improvement was riot 
largely attended, yet there was a fair 
sized audience present, considering the 
inclemency of the weather. 
As has 


befoie been stated, the lecture was 
sent to the local woman's club, which 
arranged for the meetinlj?, by the state 
federation of women's clubs, of which 
the Monday and Aurora clubs of this 
city are members, and was read by 
Superintendent I. F. Hall. 
Beautiful 


stereopticon vie\vs, showing what has 
been donte in other places, were thrown 
upon canveas, Principal Murdock of 
the normal school being ip charge of 
the slides. 
The pictures of flowers, 


many of which were shown, were in 
natural colors and the effect was high- 
ly pleasing. 


Mr. Hall before beginning the lec- 


ture spoke of what the womenfs clubs 
of the city, all of which were invited 
to take part, are trying to do. which 
is to introduce something in this line 
into this city. During the progress of 
the lecture there were two intermis- 
sions when some of the men iru the 
audience were called on for remarks. 


Mayor Wilkinson was the first speak 


er called upon. He said that nature 
had done a great deal for North Adams 
There are many beautiful outlooks here 
•and many beauty spots, and many 
places that are not beauty spots. He 
lately received a letter from the cor- 
responding secretary of the national 
asociation of civic improvement 
so- 


cieties at SprirJgfieid, O., asking for the 
names of the officers of the society in 
this city, but he had not been able to 
find the society. The mayor thought 
the time was ripe for 
undertaking 


something in the way of improvement 
here, but thought it would be of no 
use to organize a society anld then do 
nothing. If any could be found willing 
to s"ive time and energy to the work a 
great deal could be accomplished, and 
in proof of this he spoke of how the 
hospital has been built up by united 
aod unselfish effort. It was his opin- 
ion that the women should lead In this 
work, and that they should be encour- 
aged and heartily supported in their 
efforts by the men of the city. 
. Principal Murdock said we now see 
in our city a great deal that should be 
undone. 
He thought the 
bill-board 


nuisance was becoming flagrant here 
and spoke of the eye-sore they are be- 
tween here and Wiliamstown, on Mar- 
shall and River streets and irJ other 
parts of the city. He said this nui- 
sance became so jreat in Minneapolis 
a few years ago that the people had to 
resort to law to get rid of it, and he 
thought it high time that it should be 
cheeked here. 
He was. heartily in 


accord with the movement towards 
bettering the condition! of things in this 
city, and spoke of the great improve- 
ments made in Bridgewater when he 
lived there. He thought the library 
and school grounds 
afforded 
good 


places for a beginning, and that with 
proper effort they could be verv great- 
ly improved irJ five years with little 
expense. He hoped a movement in thia 
direction would be begun here, as good 
and nothing but good would be sure to 
come from it. 
City Engineer J. H. Emigb thought we 
all realized the need of improvement in 
this city, but is must • come through 
education, by building up a public seri- 
timent in favor of it. It can not be 
thrust suddenly upon the community, 
and it must come when it does come 
through united efforts anld co-opera- 
tion. 
North Adams ' has neglected 


many opportunities, but it has many 
left. 
Mr. Emigh thought the 
work 


done on the normal school grounds last 
year might be taken as a beginnHng. 
He was glad a movement had been 
started for a park on North Church 
street, where, in his view, a very pretty 
little park can be opened, and he also 
thought there was a good 'opportunity 
to create a beauty spot on the old 
stone mill property at the corner of 
River and Hought'on streets, as was 
suggested in this paper some time ago. 
Mr. Emigh saw much opportunity for 
improvement on the hill above the lit- 
tle tunnel, which commands one of the 
finest views 'of the city, an'l was fully 
in sympathy with the movement for 
doing something in the line of beauti- 
fying the city. 


At the close of the lecture, which was 


thoroughly enjoyed by the audience, 
Mr. Hall read a note from a resident 
of the city, advocatirl^ the beautifying 
of the school grounds'. The 
writer 


recognised that the opportunity for 
parks in this city is small, but thought 
it would be well to improve the school 
grounds, which, as a rule, are fairly 
ample, and on which well directed ef- 
fort would soon make a great change. 


Tho Lecture 


The lecture consisted almost entire- 


ly of running comments on the ISO or 
so views which were shown, it being 
the purpose of the lecture to show by 
illustration of what had been, rather 
than by 
mere statements of what 


should be done. Nearly every branch 
of civic improvement work was touch- 
ed upon.an'd many of the pictures were 
of the "before and after" variety, il- 
lustrating better than any description 
could do the almost wonderful changes 
than 
intelligently directed effort can 


effect in' the surroundings of the home 
and shop. 


A very brief introduction stated that 


the lecture touched on the conditions 
of 
environment that may be made 


more agreeable 
by the greenery of 


vines, grass, 
trees and shruba. It 


aimed to set forth the prirbiples under- 
lying their proper treatment. Nearly 
everything presented in the lecture, it 
was stated, were within the reaoh of 
=rrnl' oomrmii'tif"». nnd the vi^n-« n-c- 
ctuuea were intended to cultivate De- 
ception, that sfiein'g may lead to doing 
and having.
